According to the U.S. Department of Education, itis ” the pinnacle 
of what a school can achieve.” With their Blue Ribbon School Pro- 
gram, the department provides criteria for public schools that stu- 
dents, faculty and community leaders acknowledge as exceptional. 
But what exactly sets these schools apart? According to the 
department's criteria, it is student focus, challenging curriculums, 
and other indicators of success. Dalene Landes and Donna Dollings 
began the Blue Ribbon nomination process by submitting an applica- 
tion, and upon review, the Blue Ribbon committee conducted a state 
level site visit in November. In April, James River received a national 
site visit, which only the most promising nominees receive. The 
school underwent a two day analysis by Dr. George Goldstein, an 
experienced educator.

The 1110 copies of the Rapid 2000 were printed by the Josten’s 
Company of Clarksville, TN. Three-fourths of the budget was 
generated through book sales. Each book cost $40 (pre-publication) 
and $50 (after delivery). Prices for commercial and PDA ads were 
$40 for one-eighth of a page, $70 for one-quarter of a page, $100 for 
half a page, and $200 for a full page. Custom designed by John 
Doubler of Josten’s, the cover was a four-color lithographed ver- 
sion. Four-color complementary endsheets reinforced the theme, 
Under Raps. The pages were printed on 80# glossy paper 191. The 
248-page book was designed using PageMaker 6.5 (Macintosh). 
Fonts included Palatino, Helvetica, New Berolina, and Poppl- 
Laudatio. Some senior and all underclass portraits were taken by 
Candid Color Photography of Occoquan, Virginia. Candid Color 
also provided group photos for most clubs and sports, in addition 
to many candids used throughout the book, on the cover, and on the 
endsheets. Bob Hutchinson Virginia Photo took the chorus class 
pictures. Candid Color representative Hal Trentham and photog- 
rapher Daniel Edwards assisted. Josten’s customer service repre- 
sentative Valerie Ezzell also supervised publication processes. 
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It's always hard looking back, 


realizing that another year in the vast river 
of time has flowed by. As Rapids we are a 


year older and wiser, with new experiences 


to add to our constantly expanding scrap- 


book of memories. With often-sad smiles, the 
memories of the good times flow over us like 
waterfalls. It’s those late night games, heart- 
aches, long awaited events, new friends, and 
unforgettable moments that make life worth 
living. Our own lives were affected by the 
changing surroundings. The small pebbles 
that were tossed in along the way caused 
ripples that touched us, and changed us so 
we would never be the same again.
